The inventions relating to claims 1 -33 appear to involve an inventive step over causing the 
documents cited m the ISR. None of the documents cited in the ISR describes "two missiles which are 
disposed concentrically from dual launching tubes to one end surface of a metal rod to impinge 
independently, simultaneously or at a specified time interval" or "measuring and computing dynamic 
acceleration of other end surfaces by an optical measurement device"; nor are these points obvious to 
"oarty skilled m the art.
